While Jewish families con- 
gregate at the feasting table and 
in the synagogue rejoicing over 
their great victory for for freedom 
some 2000 years ago, the shadow 
of the illustrious prophet, Jesus, 
the Christian Wayshower, seems 
to hover over holiday activities. 

And once again the beautiful 
Christmas story is unfolded. How 
shepherds watching their sheep in 
the quiet hillside heard singing 
angel voices proclaiming the birth 
of a new Leader; how a star of 
tremendous magnitude, unlike 
any other luminary, guided 
wisemen from countries far and 
near bearing gifts to the little one 
in Bethlehem, Judea; and how 
this child would grow in 
knowledge and understanding of 
men and their needs; and he 
would be their Comforter. 

From his worthy parents, Mary 
and Joseph, Jesus received a high 
spiritual heritage, and teachings 
of Egypt’s Essenes. 

Like many others, his father 
and expectant mother made the 
long trek through Judea by 
donkey to pay compulsory taxes. 
Because the small town’s Inn was 
overfilled, the only ac- 
commodation to be found was a 
stable. Here, on a bed of soft hay,

Jesus was born. And Mary laid 
him in a manger, an animal’s 
feeding bin, for a crib. How 
humble this birth of one who 
would rise to renowned great- 
ness! 

Jesus was to embody the Christ- 
love that wonderful world would 
be known the world over. 
Attaining exceptional wisdom as 
he grew to manhood, his teaching 
would be unequalled in power to 
uplift and enoble men. 

According to authoritative 
history records Jesus was born 
October 6 in Four B.C. However, 
the latter part of December was. 
established as the celebration 
time for the Christian religion. 

There was a reason for this: 
The winter solstice was the 
traditional time for worshipping 
the birth of other saviors (born of 
virgin mothers with fathers said 
to be gods), who became 
sacrificial martyrs. For the 
removal of men’s sins they were 
put to death. On arising from the 
grave they were supposed to have 
ascended into space heavenward. 
Such was the religious belief at 
that time. 

Mithra was the last of these 
savior-gods prior to the advent of 
Jesus. His birthdate was 
designated as December 25 and so 
celebrated as a festival time. The 
Easter season commemorated 
Mithra’s sacrifice for the ex- 
piation of men’s errors and his 
subsequent resurrection from the 
dead. 

And just as had befallen Mithra 
many years before, Jesus was put 
to death for the remission of evil 
in all men who would believe in 
him. He, too, demonstrated the 
continuity of life. After death on 
the cross, he returned to his 


disciples. When he had conferre 
with them, and there was m 
longer any doubt in their mind 
that he was truly Jesus, he passe 
upward disappearing from theii 
sight. To that high state of con 
sciousness, for which his earth 
life had prepared him, hj 
ascended. |

Dear Mr. Morgan: 


This will acknowledge receipt of your recent letter complaining 
about the appearance of Mr. LaMarr Keene on our GOOD MORN- 
ING AMERICA program of August 26, 1976, during which Mr. Keene 
discussed mediums and spiritualists and with respect to which you 
request "equal time". 


For your information, the "equal time" requirements of the Rules 
and Regulations of the Federal Communications Commission relate 
only to broadcast appearances of legally qualified candidates for 
public office. I assume, therefore, that you are referring to the 
FCC's "fairness doctrine" which requires that broadcasters in 
covering the discussion of controversial issues of public importance 
must present representative and contrasting viewpoints in their 
overall programming. 


In our opinion, Mr. Keene's comments relating to the activities of 
mediums and spiritualists do not constitute discussion of a contro- 
versial issue of public importance with respect to which the "fair- 
ness doctrine" would be applicable. Mr, Keene merely expressed his 
own opinion as to practioners of ''mediumship" and his own experience 
in the field. Mr. Keene also gave an entertaining demonstration to 
the moderator, Mr. David Hartman. 


For the reasons expressed above, we respectfully decline your re- 
quest for equal time but thank you for writing to us to express your 
views.

Spiritualism. 


| What do some people think of 
| | you when you speak of 
| Spiritualism? Only too often they 
think of fortune tellers peering 
into crystal balls - people sitting 
around a table in the dark with 
spooky voices and forms moaning 
and calling from shadowy corners 

of the room. 


The following incident is what 
prompted me to write this article. 
Last week one of my co-workers 
heard me mention our new 
church. He immediately wanted 
hun to know what famous psychic 
started the church and who was 
running it. He thought all 
Spiritualists churches were 
started by famous psychics. This 
MN too is a common misun- 

| derstanding. Actually, when 
questioned, he could only think of 
one church that could fit his 
description. 


I wish there was some way to 
educate the world to the truths of 
Spiritualism ; a way to explain the 
difference between a psychic 
wonder and a Spiritualist... the 
| difference between a fortune 
| teller and a medium... the dif- 
| ference, or I should say the ''no 
difference'' between miracles, 
disasters and natural law. 
| There are three different types 
of people who know with positive 
| assurance just why these 
| disasters happen. The first type 
classes a disaster as God’s will. 
This individual views everything 
out of balance and presumes that 
God is teaching us a lesson. Now 


the second type calls it the work of 
the Devil. The third type accepts 
it as a natural occurence in light 
of naturallaw. This is the view of 
the true Spiritualist - the resulting 
destruction of life and property is 
not the work of God. 

A tornado is caused by at- 
mospheric conditions . Although 
this is natural law I cannot 
visualize it being set in motion by 
God or a Devil just to cause people 
to snap to attention. Natural law 
can be very brutal at times, but it 
does make sense. If you step on a 
rollerskate while carrying 
groceries, you will probably end 
up sitting in the midst of food- 
stuffs and household supplies. 
Should you blame the Devil or say 
it was God’s will? No. Put the 
blame where it belongs - on your 
child for leaving his skate there 
and the natural law that says: 
(One unsuspecting foot + one 
waiting rollerskate equals one 
disaster. That’s new math: 1+1 
equals 1.) Natural law is taught in 
development classes, and should 
be included in any attempt to 
educate the world in the phases of 
Spiritualism. 

When people talk about being 
good Christians, about living a 
good Christian life, they are 
talking about a ''good" person 
irrespective of his religion. 
Unfortunately most of us don’t 
know another word to describe 
one who is ''Christ-like'" aside 
from Christian. This particular 
tag can be a source of irritation to 
a Moslem, Jew, Spiritualist, 
Buddhist or whatever-- even 
though the individual understands 
the good intent. 

Webster says that when the 
word Christian is used in this way 
it means commendably decent or 
generous. Personally I don’t 
really think this definition is 
sufficient to describe a ''Christ- 
like’’ person. The English 
language needs a non-sectarian, 
more universal word befitting a 
proper description.

The Last Day

If you knew that you had but one 
more day to live and that at the 
setting of tomorrow’s sun your life 
would close, how would you spend 
that day? 


In the first place, you probably 
have certain notions about the 
hereafter, and about the results of 
your earthly life upon your future 
state. Instead of dismissing and 
neglecting these thoughts, 
wouldn’t you suddenly find them 
to be of great interest? And, if you 
believe ‘‘preparing’’ does any 


good, wouldn’t you prepare? 

If there were any root of bit- 
terness between you and another, 
wouldn't you make haste to 
remove it? 

In your relations to your family, 
wouldn’t you be very patient and 
forbearing, and realize that quite 
a lot of matters that usually 
disturb you are not worth while? 

In your business, wouldn’t you 
be made vividly conscious that 
many things that have seemed 
vital to you are really of no con- 
sequence? Wouldn’t you awake to 
a sharp appreciation of values? 

Wouldn’t you like to spend as 
much as possible of that last day 
with the ones or one of whose 
devotion to you, of whose love and 
trust in you, you are certain? And 
would you have time for many 
people that now occupy you? 

Wouldn’t this world seem 
wonderfully beautiful to you, and 
wouldn’t you see as if by 
revelation the marvel and charm 
of many things you have passed 
by as commonplace? The sun- 
shine, for instance, the sky and 
clouds, the familiar trees, the 
flight of birds, the house you live 
in, your books, your chair, your 
bed, your dog, the intimate sounds 
of domestic life. Wouldn’t all 
these things be suddenly imbued 
with a pathetic beauty?

Wouldn’t the knowledge that 
this is your last day, in final make 
you as noble, great, fine, and 
honest as it is possible for you to 
be, and wouldn’t you live up to the 
very best ideals you have--for one 
day? 

If so, why not live this day as if 
it were the last day, at least as to 
its temper and plane?

Prayer is a Personal Expresssion

Prayer is nondenominational. 
It is a very personal and in- 
dividual thing. 

There are as many times of 
prayers as there are people. 
Some of send out our prayers ina 
type of clerical style much as we 
have learned to do in our chur- 
ches. Others feel more com- 
fortable in trust talking to God as 
a friend. There are those, too, 
who believe that prayer should 
not be a series of give-mes, but 
only one of gratitude. And then 
there are others who feel that 
there is no need for formal 
prayer--that the laws of cause and 
effect and compensation will 
apply regardless of how many 
petitions are dispatched. Some 
believe that prayer should come 
in response to an awareness of 
spiritual emptiness in ourselves, 
and that it represents one means 
to fill the void. 

Prayer as an externally per- 
formed act has only slight merit 
or appeal; a ''state of prayer’’ is 
something quite different. 
DuMaurier once said, “There can 
be prayers without words just as 
well as songs without words, I 
suppose." 

Now, there are certain other 
types of prayer of which I would 
like to speak. One is what I call 
the ‘panic prayer’. This is a 
prayer that is sent out when one is 
in trouble. At no other time 
does this particular person even 
think of praying. But on finding 


himself in trouble he sends out his 


plea and expects to receive im- 
mediate help. He makes all sorts 
of wild promises to God. Well, 
quite often he does get help, but 
when things go well for him, does 
he offer up a little prayer of 
thanks? Sad to say, too often he 
just feels that luck came his way, 
and he is a little embarrassed 
about having prayed. 

Then we have the ‘ego type 
prayer’ offered by those who are 
ambitious for personal glory; 
they pray that they shall become 
successful and powerful. Does the 
artist pray that he may paint a 
beautiful piece of art with a deep 
meaning that shall be a source of 
inspiration to those who view it, or 
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is he concerned with becoming 
famous? This makes the dif- 
ference between a masterpiece 
and a picture. 

It’s usually the purpose or 
motive behind the prayer that is 
important, isn’t it? 

Then we have the bargainer. 
He puts prayer on a commercial 
basis. He says, ''God, if you'll do 
this for me, I'll do that for you. 
This reminds me of the story 
about two seamen who were adrift 
on a raft. In desperation, one of 
the seaman got down on his knees. 
“Oh, Lord,” he began, ''have pity 
on us. Just save us, and for the 
rest of our lives we promise....." 
“Hold everything!'', interrupted 
his shipmate, “Don’t commit 
yourself. I think I just sighted 
land." 

Some people have strange ideas 
of what a prayer is. We can’t 
expect it to happen that way. We 
must first do our part, make the 
effort. Then it follows that we will 
receive help if our cause is 
worthy. 

Then too, perhaps some of the 
things we pray for are not the best 
for ourselves or others. Our 
prayers may often be answered in 
a different way than we expect. 
Sometimes we ourselves or 
others, must go through certain 
hardships and suffer a little. For 
through adversity our character 
is tried and through tears and 
sorrow our soul is strengthened. 

Perhaps the prayers most apt to 
receive consideration are prayers 
on behalf of others. Not prayers 
that a person shall be thus and so, 
but prayers that they will be 
guided in the way that is best for 
them; prayers that others shall 
receive healing; prayers that 
those undeveloped ones in the 
material and spiritual aspects of 
life shall become aware of their 
higher nature and find a better 
form of expressing themselves; 
and what is very important, 
prayers for world peace.

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Horace Greeley was an ad- 
vocate of Spiritualism. Now take 
a man like this hard nosed 
newspaper man. He was a 
reporter, an editor of one of the 
most respected papers in this 
country. He was not one who was 
likely to be sold a false bill of 
goods. He not only believed in 
Spiritualism, he sponsored it, 
accepted it and actively worked 
for it. Just think about that. 

The Fox sisters stayed at the 
Greeley's New York home while 
they held their meetings. He 
advertised the meetings in his 
newspaper and these meetings 
were attended by many great 
names of that day. One of the Fox 
sisters was married in his home. 

The Governor of Wisconsin, 
Nathaniel Potter Talmadge, 
became interested in Spiritualism 
because of newspaper attacks on 
his good friend Judge Edmonds. 
He was being attacked viciously 
by the media because of his belief 


and attendance at Spiritualist 


meetings and circles. Gov. 
Talmadge was not then an ad- 
vocate of Spiritualism, but due to 
his fair and just mind he made a 
study of it. 

He was incensed at the attacks 
on his friend and considered them 
very unjust. After careful con- 
sideration and a careful weighing 
of the evidence he also became a 
confirmed Spiritualist. They had 
many circles at his own home and 
his beloved daughter who was not 
a student of music in any manner 
whatever was entranced and 
played classical and popular 
music. The Governor himself was 
once lifted into the air on a table 
which was levitated while he was 
sitting upon it. Together, they 
rose several feel above the floor. 

He received direct writing from 
spirit. He was instrumental in 
having a memorial on behalf of 
Spiritualism presented to the 
congress on the United States. It 
had 13,000 names beginning with 
his. This is in the Department of 
National Archive. Governor 
Talmadge wanted Spiritualism 
recognized and respected. 


One of my favorite pioneers was 
Dr. J. M. Peebles. I especially 
revere him because he was 
against any type of charlatanry. 
His honesty was above reproach 
and he wanted Spiritualism to be 
the same. He could not stand 
anyone who would stoop to fraud 
or trickery. Well educated and a 
world traveler, he was known to 
have an unusual sweetness of 
nature. He traveled many miles 
to promote Spiritualism.

Samuel Finley Bruse Morris - 
1835 (between Baltimore and 
Washington D.C.) First message 
sent by wire, “What God hath 
wrought.'' 

4. Telephone - Alexander 
Graham Bell - 1876 (just one 
hundred years old - first one was 
shaped like an old cigar box) 

5. Vacuum Cleaner - McCuffy 
- 1869 (a suction device for surface 
cleaning only) 

6. Television - first one - Paul 
Nipkow - 1884 (television as we 
know it today didn't have its start 
until 1925) 

7. Electric Automobile - Wm. 
Morrison - 1891 (operated with 24 
batteries and ran for 13 hours - 14 
miles per hour with 4 horse power 
motor) 

8. Airplane - Wright Brothers 
- 1903 (travelled 1852 ft. in one 
minute at a speed of just under 10 
miles per hour) 

10. Radio - Gugliclmo Marconi 
- 1895

Everything was mostly 
physical phenomena. People 
looked at it as magic. It really 


wasn’t looked upon as a new 
religion at first, and the Bible was 
seldom used. Many addressed 
their prayers to spirit friends 
instead of God. People sought the 
Physical Phenomena. There 
was much misunderstanding 
because people didn’t understand 
the spiritual. side of Spiritualism. 
This was one time that we got the 
cart before the horse, so to speak. 
If the Spiritual part of 
Spiritualism would have been 
understood first there would not 
have been the misunderstandings 
of which so often confront 


demonstrations of physical 
phenomenon. Spiritualism’s 
greatest enemies were the 


established religions. 


Second - the next period brought 
research societies; Sir William 
Crookes of England, Flammarion 
the Frenchman, Sir Arthur Conan 
Doyle all brought back much 
prestige to the Spiritualist 
Church. The Spiritualist camps, 
such as Lily Dale and Chesterfield 
began operation. Publications 
began to circulate and the 
Movement became steady. The 
period ended about 1936. 

Third - since that time the 
péndulem has swung back and 
Spiritualism is fast being 
recognized as a religion. 
Spiritualists are learning that 
their’s is a religion--the oldest, the 
truest and the greatest. Theirs is 
the heritage of revelation 
throughout all the ages of 
mankind. The psychic stream 
that has poured the waters of 
truth upon the earth is swelling 
into a mighty river. Spiritualism 
truly is a science. It gives us a 
way of life - a Religion - it helps us 
to find our Spiritual Life - THE 
TRUE LIFE. 

We have learned through the 
step-stones of evolution, that 
going to church in itself doesn’t 
assure peace of mind or un- 
foldment.

spiritually. For example, do you

Declaration of Principles 


National Spiritualist Association of Churches 


1. We believe in Infinite Intelligence. 

2. We believe that the phenomena of Nature, 
both physical and spiritual, are the expression of 
Infinite Intelligence. 

3. We affirm that a correct understanding of 
such expression and living in accordance 
therewith, constitute true religion. 

4. We affirm that the existence and personal 
identity of the individual continue after the 
change called death. 

5. We affirm that communication with the so- 
called dead is a fact, scientifically proven by the 
phenomena of Spiritualism. 

6. We believe that the highest morality is 
contained in the Golden Rule: ‘‘Whatsoever ye 
would that others should do unto you do ye also 
unto them.” 

7. We affirm the moral responsibility of the 
individual, and that he makes his own happiness 
or unhappiness as he obeys or disobeys Nature's 
physical and spiritual laws. 

8. We affirm that the doorway to reformation 
is never closed against any human soul here or 
hereafter. 

9. We affirm that the precept of Prophecy 
contained in the Bible is a Divine attribute 
proven through Mediumship.
